Memories of Dr. John D. Gadd 

Sir: 

It is not often that a person can be deeply influenced 
by someone as a child, as a young adult, as a neophyte 



professional and finally as a seasoned professional. It 
is even more unlikely that this influence could come 
from a non-relative, a non-employer, and a person 
who was never a regular instructor in an academic 
environment. But that actually describes my relation¬ 
ship with Dr. John D. Gadd. 

My first contact with Dr. Gadd came when I was ten 
years old. 1 was standing there in wonder, watching 
him tube horse after horse on my parents' farm, when 
a horrifying thing happened. As the vet was with¬ 
drawing his stomach tube from my favorite mare, 
blood began to gush from her nostrils. Dr. Gadd im¬ 
mediately stopped what he was doing. His words were 
gruff, but he didn't seem to mind taking time out to 
reassure a frightened young boy. He told me that my 
mare was not dying, that she would not be affected by 
this, and that 1 need not worry about her future health. 
My fear and anger went away. And although I didn't 
realize it at the time, I received my first lesson in how a 
good veterinarian reacts when something goes wrong.

My next encounter with Dr. Gadd took place about a 
year later. He had been treating a foal that returned 
from the breeding farm with pneumonia. The foal 
declined in spite of treatment and died. Dr. Gadd was 
intent on performing an autopsy, and my mother was 
equally determined that the foal would "rest in peace." 
Dr. Gadd would not budge. I had never seen my moth¬ 
er give in to someone else's ideas when it came to her 
horses. And I was never to see it again. But this time 
she did. 

Why was Dr. Gadd so adamant about doing the 
autopsy? There was no charge for the service, no glory 
in cutting up this carcass—only a scientist's desire to 
learn something that might serve some other animal in 
the future. Once again. Dr. Gadd left a silent message 
for me. 

New Year's Day two years later brought another 
memorable episode. A mare aborted and retained her 
placenta. For Dr. Gadd, this problem meant business 
as usual. Many veterinarians work long and hard over 
holidays. But this was the first time I had ever seen it 
happen. When 1 find myself treating cases on Christ¬ 
mas and New Year's Day, and the yearning for a little 
self-pity crops up, 1 remember Dr. Gadd. As he point¬ 
ed out so long ago, it's simply part of the job. 

1 was never so proud of my association with Dr. 
Gadd, however, as one night during my freshman year 
at the University of Pennsylvania veterinary school. 
Dr. Gadd drove up to Philadelphia after a long day 
with his practice and spoke to a group of about 100 
students, all of whom were awed by his lecture on the 
Fourcell's cribbing operation. The reception he got was 
amazing, and his fee for the effort was dinner with one 
of the students. That was just one example of his 
community involvement. 

As time passed and I grew in the profession, I had 
many wonderful encounters with Dr. Gadd. As an 
insurance consultant, he was the consummate profes¬ 
sional. At professional veterinary meetings, he served 
as the conscience of the group. Many times as we 
younger veterinarians wajy^ed down the hallways, he 
would bring us up short v^th his brusque reminders: 
"You boys are late," "You missed the last meeting." He 
was a most honored presenter of papers at the AAEP 
meetings. Dr. Gadd also began attending reproduc¬ 
tion rounds at the Johns Hopkins Hospital 40 years 
ago, when continuing education was perhaps a 
thought in someone else's mind, but not a reality for 
veterinarians anywhere. 

Finally, 1 recall with extreme fondness the time three 
or four years ago, when 1 asked Dr. Gadd to perform a 
reproductive examination on a broodmare I was think¬ 
ing about buying. Dr. Gadd agreed—on the condition 
that 1 would take notes as he carried on the exam. Age 
had interfered with his ability to remember every thing 
he found. But nothing had dulled the skill with which 


he checked and described in detail every organ and 
part. Rather than giving in to the infirmities of old age. 
Dr. Gadd compensated and met them head on. Still 
another lesson from John Gadd's book: If weakness 
exists, face up and find a way to beat it. Pride goeth 
before a fall! 

The extraordinary skill of Dr. Gadd was carried 
across the country and across the oceans. He worked 
on horses for the Queen of England and some of the 
greatest farms in this country. Many Maryland stal¬ 
lions gained access to mares they would never have 
seen but for the reputation and skills of Dr. John D. 
Gadd. 

A Marylander through and through. Dr. Gadd set a 
standard of excellence for equine practitioners that 
exceeds any I have ever seen or dealt with. If there were 
an Emily Post award for social graces, 1 doubt that Dr. 
Gadd would have won it—and if he had he probably 
would have given it back. But if this profession had a 
Douglas MacArthur award for courage, a Harry Tru¬ 
man award for frankness, a Christian Barnard award 
for achievement. Dr. Gadd would have swept them all, 
with a few more thrown in for good measure. 

I can only end a reflection on Dr. Gadd's accomplish¬ 
ments as I ended most of our conversations: "Thank 
you, sir."

oper, Fasig-Tipton, painted a bleak picture of what is 
actually a positive situation. 

While Fair Hill has not been financially successful 
for the developer, it has been a great success in fulfill¬ 
ing its purpose of providing an unparalleled training 
facility. This fact is documented by the high percentage 
of winners based at the training center and the number 
of stakes winners sent out by Fair Hill trainers such as 
John R.S. Fisher, Mike Goswell, Michael Dickinson 
and Tom Skiffington. 

Out from under the burden of Fasig-Tipton's high 
capitalization costs, with proper management, the 
training center has become financially viable. The fact 
that Fasig-Tipton has retained development rights is 
proof that they have not written off Fair Hill and expect 
to regain their investment in the future. 

The current barn owners recently refurbished Fair 
Hill's woodchip track at a cost of more than $200,000 
and are enthused about the future of the training cen¬ 
ter.

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Meeting House Fami 
Is Winning Combination

Calumet Farm had Ben A. Jones. Eugene Klein has 
D. Wayne Lukas. Here in Maryland, in much the same 
tradition, Gilbert Hahn Jr. dominates the claiming 
owners' ranks with trainer Tom Caviness. 

Hahn, a prominent Washington D.C. attorney, got 
into the horse business a little less than five years ago. 
Since then he has been Maryland's leading owner in 
races won for four years in a row. Between January 1 


and October 31,1987 (the latest period for which statis¬ 
tics are available), his Meeting House Farm had 61 
victories—exactly 20 more than the next-leading Mary¬ 
land-based owner. King T. Leatherbury's Jim Stable. 

Owner-trainer matches aren't made in heaven—but 
Hahn and Caviness will tell you they have one of the 
best to be found on this earth. "Tommy is polite 
enough to ask my opinion on things," says Hahn, with 
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the warm grin that is the trademark of a contented 
owner. He has served as chairman of the City Council 
in Washington, D.C., and has also been chairman of 
the board of two major Washington hospitals. But 
when it comes to his racing stable, Mr. Hahn looks to 
his trainer to make the decisions. ''Sometimes I have 
an opinion. But I'm not the expert. He is." 

Caviness' skills as a handicapper are the single most 
important element in their operation. A former exer¬ 
cise boy who has spent most of his adult life on the race 
track, Caviness came to the realization years ago that 
"there is more to training horses than galloping and 
working and racing. You have got to know what they're 
worth. And the only way to figure out what a horse is 
worth is through handicapping." 

The trainer compares his approach to playing the 
stock market. "You speculate," explains Caviness, 
who has no other clients besides Hahn. Meeting 
House Farm carries 30 to 35 horses in training year- 
round, and there is tremendous turnover in their barn. 
"A lot of times you overpay," he admits. "Then you go 
on to the next one." 

Caviness has read all the books on handicapping, 
and he follows speed figures, but he also follows his 
own intuition. "Being here in the afternoon, to watch 
the races and look at horses in the paddock, is about 50 
percent of it," he says. 

What are some of the factors that influence the deci¬ 
sion to claim—or not to claim? "It depends on the age 
of the horse," Caviness says. "Most 2-year-olds are 
running for inflated prices. So you have to be careful. I 
watch the horse run, and examine his legs and phy¬ 
sique. Generally speaking, horses look like horses. 
The ones that can run have a lot of characteristics in 
common. 

"With older horses, it's more refined. You're looking 
for horses with proven ability; horses that might be off 
form. I have a handicapping service that gives me 
speed figures, and those provide you with a general 
idea of what the horse is capable of doing. Then if 
everything looks right—" 

Caviness, whose stable is based at Laurel, was right 
often enough to make Hahn the 11th leading owner in 
races won in the country in 1986. The stable finished 
out the year with 384 starts, 81 wins, 64 seconds, 64 
thirds and earnings of $810,229. 

But Meeting House Farm's success on the local rac¬ 
ing circuit has not been limited to claimers. It's not 
uncommon for horses spotted by Caviness to move up 
to compete in stakes. Examples include For You and

Me, who was haltered for $16,000 as a 2-year-old and 
went on to win three added-money races, place in four 
others and earn almost $160,000 for the stable; Run 
Pearl, winner of the 1986 Cameo Stakes and a $30,000 
claim; and Linka, a stakes-placed earner of well over 
$100,000 who was taken while running at Laurel for a 
$20,000 tag. 

The stable got its first 2-year-old stakes winner 
when Gospel Note captured the Devil's Bag Stakes at 
Laurel last fall (defeating King's Snow and Sean's Fer¬ 
rari). Gospel Note came back to run third in the 
$100,000 Maryland Juvenile Championship. The geld¬ 
ing was one of several yearlings purchased by Hahn 
and Caviness the previous year and has turned out to 
be one of their biggest bargains. Hahn paid a little 
more than $6,000 when he bought Gospel Note pri¬ 
vately from his breeder, veterinarian Lee Malone. 

Still, Hahn and Caviness prefer the fast return of the 
claiming business to the relatively slow process of 
breeding or selecting yearlings. Caviness is convinced 
that developing young horses depends more on luck. 
"Money can't buy (a young horse that is guaranteed to 
develop into a runner)," he says. "Or otherwise every¬ 
body would be doing it. There are so many factors 
involved in getting a young horse to the races. There 
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Meeting House continued

are so many things you can't know about until the 
horse runs." 

Hahn owns a 20-acre farm in Carroll County, where 
he keeps four broodmares, all retired form the track. 
"There were a few fillies 1 had that 1 was crazy about, 
and we had to stop, and the breeding part is an out¬ 
growth from that," he says. Although all four mares 
are due to foal this spring, and he also has three 
yearlings on the farm, Hahn does not foresee becom¬ 
ing heavily involved in breeding. 

Racing has always held an attraction for Mr. Hahn. 
"When 1 was a child, and we would go for visits with 
my (maternal) grandparents, there were only four sub¬ 
jects ever discussed at the Sunday morning breakfast 
table," he says. "Those were prize fighting, profes¬ 
sional baseball, college football and horse racing." 

Hahn comes from a family of athletes, sports fans 
and achievers. His paternal grandfather founded the 



Hahn Shoes store chain, and his mother's father own¬ 
ed a small department store in Washington. One of his 
uncles was a four-time All-America quarterback at 
Princeton in the early 1900s, and another uncle was 
part-owner of the Washington Redskins. Hahn is the 
fourth generation of his family to live in Washington, 
and his connections with politics and government run 
deep. He is the first member of his family to own 
horses, however. "My mother's father used to come to 
Bowie and Laurel years ago with J. Edgar Hoover," he 
says. "But he never actually owned any himself." 

Hahn went to Phillips Exeter Academy and Prince¬ 
ton, and is a distinguished veteran of World War 11. A 
forward observer in the field artillery, he served in 
Patton's Army, and was involved in the Normandy 
landings. Wounded in the campaign at Metz, Hahn 
was on his way to the Pacific to join the U.S. forces 
there when the bomb was dropped on Hiroshima. 

After the War he enrolled in Yale law school, with the 
goal of becoming involved in politics, and eventually 
he founded his own law firm, Amram and Hahn, in 
Washington. For many years Mr. Hahn served on the 
Republican National Committee and Finance Commit- 
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tee. He headed the City Council in Washington from 
1969 to 1972. 

Hahn has also donated his time to many volunteer 
causes, including the Washington Hospital Center and 
the city's D.C. General Hospital, where he was chair¬ 
man of the board for five years. 

It was soon after his term at D.C. General expired in 
the early 1980s that Hahn became involved in racing. "I 
had been a fan of (racing novelist) Dick Francis for 
years," he explains. "But it had never occurred to me 
that just anybody could own horses—that you didn't 
have to be born into it. I was looking around for anoth¬ 
er side interest. And all of a sudden the idea came to 
me. 

"Once I'd decided to become an owner, I had to 
have a trainer. And just about that time, Andy Beyer 
wrote a piece for the Washington Post about Tom Cavi- 
ness. I called the race track and the racing secretary, 
Larry Abbundi, arranged for Tommy and me to have 
an appointment to meet. Whatever success I've had 
since then has all been due to Tommy." 

Caviness was already on his way up when he and 
Hahn met, in the spring of 1983. He had been one of

the leading trainers at the Bowie winter meeting with a 
modest string of claiming horses, and he led the train¬ 
ers' standings for the first 60 days at the Pimlico meet¬ 
ing, with a public stable of only 12 horses. But he had 
never trained more than a dozen horses at a time 
before getting together with Hahn. 

Although results came quickly, by almost any stan¬ 
dard, once Meeting House Farm got rolling, Caviness 
says he took it relatively slowly in the beginning. "It 
took us about two and a half months to find the right 
horse—one that we wouldn't be just throwing money 
away on," he recalls. The first horse he bought for Mr. 
Hahn was a filly at the Maryland Sales Agency's Two- 
Year-Olds in Training sale that May. Named Margot H. 
(after Mr. Hahn's wife), the filly cost $17,000. She was 
unsound, and unlucky. But that fall, Hahn was to get 
lucky with a colt named Northern Pass, whom Cavi¬ 
ness claimed for him at Laurel for $25,000. Within a 
month. Northern Pass won for Hahn in allowance 
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Meeting House continued 



company, and the following year he became Hahn's 
first stakes winner with a victory in the All Maryland 
Handicap at Timonium. 

Hahn named his racing stable Meeting House Farm 
after a property which he owns. Meetinghouse Cove, 
on the Eastern Shore. 

Caviness began training exclusively for Hahn in 
1984, and settled easily into the role of a private trainer. 
"It gave me my first real opportunity to do things the 
way 1 wanted to do them," he comments. "When 
you're dealing with a lot of different owners, and they 
all have different expectations, it's a whole different 
life." 

Caviness grew up in South Baltimore and, like his 
boss, had only slight contact with racing as a child. His 
father, and various other members of his family, work¬ 
ed in a clothing factory. "My father liked to play horses. 
And when I was about 14 or 15 a friend of my father's 
got me a job working at Delaware Park one summer 
with Billy Christmas," he says. 

A high school dropout at the age of 17, Caviness 
completed his schooling in the Army, while he was 
stationed in Germany a few years later. His first job 
after getting out of the Army at 21 was as a clerk and

timekeeper for the Pittsburgh-Des Moines Steel com¬ 
pany. He soon quit that and went to work as a clerk for a 
trucking company. But he wasn't happy working in an 
office. 

"I decided I wanted to be a jockey," says Caviness, 
who is slightly built, but taller than many race riders. 
"I was 22 years old, and it had been years since I'd 
spent that summer at Delaware Park, but 1 got a job 
with Billy Boniface, and I learned how to ride up on his 
farm. A year or so later I went to the race track as a free 
lance exercise boy." 

Over the next few years, Caviness struggled with 
his goal of becoming a jockey. "I left three or four 
times, but I kept coming back. Finally, the last time, I 
decided to give it one more try. Then I realized I was 
too heavy to be a jockey—I was just kidding myself. So 
I went to work for Richard Du trow as an exercise boy." 
Caviness stayed with Dutrow, galloping horses and 
working his way up to assistant trainer, before going 
out on his own in 1975. He supported himself as a 
public trainer for eight years, but he downplays any 
success he may have had before meeting up with Mr. 
Hahn. "He deserves all the recognition," in Caviness' 
words. 

Mr. Hahn, who says he would have bought a football 
or baseball team had he been able to afford one, takes 
great pleasure in watching his horses run in the after¬ 
noons. But he rarely—if ever—shows up at Caviness' 
barn in the mornings. And most weekends are de¬ 
voted to his family. He lives with his wife, Margot, in 
downtown Washington. Margot Hahn also operates a 
widely-known private cooking school out of their 
home. The couple has three grown children, all living 
in New York City: Gilbert Hahn III, an attorney; Aman¬ 
da, who is vice-president of a large advertising agency; 
and Polly, who has just started out on a career in 
advertising. 

Hahn's life is busy, but that hasn't kept him from 
finding time for one more activity. The owner has been 
active with the new horsemen's group that replaces the 
local HBPA, the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen's 
Association, and last fall was elected vice-president 
and chairman of the finance committee of the MTHA. 
"Unlike a lot of horsemen, and other owners, I have 
had a lot of experience running organizations," notes 
Hahn. "I thought this would be a good way for me to 
contribute—and learn a lot about racing at the same 
time. And that has proved to be the case . . . I've always 
liked to give something back, to help out where I can . . . 
I've always enjoyed that sort of thing." □

Time to Bid's 
Career Follows 
Old Tradition

Time to Bid's 49th win was in a $5,000 claimer at Laurel on 
November 14, 1987, when the Jig Time gelding was 12. 


Gallant old geldings—they seem to run forever, 
much to the delight of their fans. 

A prime example is the Maryland-bred Time to Bid, 
who is currently racing at Laurel. The 12-year-old re¬ 
cently logged his 49th win. Over the years, he has 
made 176 starts and earned almost $240,000. The 
gelded son of Jig Time has run over every conceivable 
surface, at 19 different race tracks, for 11 different own¬ 
ers. Although not all that common by today's stan¬ 
dards, the hard-knocking gelding would fit right in 
with the campaigners of yesteryear. 

Late in the 1800s, it was not uncommon to find 
horses with phenomenal statistics in the area of num¬ 
ber of starts and wins. Of well-known race mares. 
Imp made 171 starts, winning 62 of them, while Fi¬ 
renze went postward 82 times, winning 48. Kingston, 
Badge and Little Minch are horses who stayed at the 
track and won over 70 races during their careers in¬ 
stead of going off to stud. Geldings also compiled 
insurmountable statistics. Parole (with 59 wins). Race- 
land (70 wins). King Crab (85 wins) and Bankrupt (86 


wins) all started at least 100 times. In that era of races 
run in heats, a person generally kept his horse in 
training as long as the horse was productive. 

Early in this century, the racing exploits of heroes 
such as Old Rosebud, Roamer, Roseben and Exter¬ 
minator emphasized the durability of the geldings. 
While the colts and fillies retired early to the stud 
farms, the old pros proved that their place was at the 
race track. Exterminator became a true champion to his 
many fans as "Old Bones" won half of his 100 starts. 
Roseben went on to win 52 times. 

In recent history, accomplished geldings Kelso, 
Forego and John Henry have been in the limelight 
through their ability to remain competitive at the high¬ 
est level late in their careers. But many geldings not in 
that category continue to run, emulating the race rec¬ 
ords of horses at the turn of the century. As long as 
they keep winning, these geldings stay at the track—a 
routine that fits their lifestyle well. 

Time to Bid's exploits have made him a favorite of 
many regular racing patrons. Since his first start as a 
2-year-old on July 27,1977, he has gone to the post an 
average of 16 times per year for 11 years. The chestnut 
has run in the grueling claiming ranks, although ear¬ 
lier in his career he was successful in allowance races 
and was once stakes-placed—in the 1981 Memorial Day 
Handicap at Waterford Park (now Mountaineer Park) in 
West Virginia. He is a model of consistency, having 
been on the board 117 times in his 176 starts. 

To be associated with a horse of such distinction is a 
source of pride. In September, Time to Bid was claimed 
by Glenn Lane, who added him to his stable with the 
hope of having the chestnut gelding win his 50th ca¬ 
reer race. But after having gone through the hands of 11 
different owners, the big gelding is particularly special 
to one person, G. Steven McKonly, who recently claim¬ 
ed him back before that could happen. 

Mr. McKonly's trainer, Arnold Zimmerman, had 
claimed Time to Bid during the late summer of 1986 for 
$5,000. Prior to the claim, Mr. McKonly had owned a 
young horse who broke down and never made it to the 
races. This prompted the trainer to look for an estab¬ 
lished horse—one who had proven his soundness and 
competitiveness. Time to Bid was his choice and be¬ 
came his new owner's first winner in November of 
1986. 

Mr. McKonly, who goes to the barn to feed his horse 
carrots, is not sure how long the old campaigner can 
continue, but says he has certainly gotten pleasure out 
of owning him. As long as Time to Bid stays healthy he 
will stay in training. It is said that the horse knows his 
way around the barn so well that if he had hands, he 
could probably saddle himself up. A life of leisure 
would not suit this gelding's character. □

Horses In His Blood, 
Says Edmond Hogan

lidmond Hogan comes by his love of horses natu¬ 
rally. Since the 1740s, generation after generation of 
Hogans have raised Thoroughbreds on various family 
farms in County Kilkenny, Ireland. ''My father tried to 
steer me away from the horses," says Hogan. "But you 
could say I had it in my blood." 

At 28, Hogan, who manages Jerold C. Hoffberger's 
Sunset Hill Farm in Woodbine (Md.), is one of the 
youngest professional farm managers in the state. He 
is also among the most widely-traveled. 

Hogan was only 17 years old when he left home to 
pursue his career with horses. After completing the 
stud farm manager's course under Dr. Michael Os¬ 
bourne at the Irish National Stud, he worked with 
yearlings at several different farms in France. 

He came to the U.S. in January, 1979, as a stud 
groom at Walmac International in Kentucky, and quick¬ 
ly worked his way up to stallion manager. From there 
he spent two seasons, in 1982 and '83, as manager of 
Cynthia Cogswell's Closeburn Stud in Millbrook, N. Y. 
Then, in the fall of 1983, he took over at Sunset Hill. 

Home of five stallions and a year-round population 
of about 25 broodmares, 130-acre Sunset Hill Farm is 
an active commercial breeding establishment involved 
in everything "from conception right up until the time 
the horses leave to go to the race track," as the farm 
manager explains. "It's also a public farm, where visi-

tors are welcome. We have a sign out front to let the 
general public know we're open to visitors between 10 
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and 2. And we take a genuine interest in helping 
anyone who wants to learn about horses." 

Edmond, who is a serious student of pedigrees as 
well as a hands-on horseman, got his early education 
from his father. A longtime steeplechase jockey in 
England, Edmond's father, Matthew J. (Matt) Hogan 
gave up riding when he broke his back in a fall in 1951, 
years before Edmond was born. But his family could 
not help growing up with a feeling for the sport. 

"Mv parents met when my dad broke his back and 
my mother was his physical therapist," Hogan re¬ 
counts. "After he got well enough they married and 
moved back to Ireland and bought the home farm. My 
father ran a dairy and beef cattle operation. He got out 
of horses for a number of years, partly because it was 
just too difficult for him to handle them, with his 
physical problems. But we always had one or two 
horses around." 

There were seven children in the Hogan family, and 
Edmond was the "middle" child. Today he is the only 
one involved with horses, although he says all of his 
brothers and sisters maintain an interest. His brother 
Matthew has been running the family farm since their 
father's death last February. Other brothers and sisters 
have gone into a variety of occupations; Edmond has 


one sister living in Hong Kong and another in Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Adjusting to America was not easy for Hogan, at 
first. "I'll always remember my first night in this coun¬ 
try," he says. "I got on a horse float at deGaulle airport 
in France, and the trip with the horses took 21 hours. I 
got through customs, and found my way to Lexington. 
Then I wound up spending an hour in the Lexington 
airport trying to get hold of the people who were 
supposed to be meeting me. If I had known how close 
the airport is to Walmac, I would have walked. Finally, I 
got picked up, and after all that time I was starving. So 
we went to a Burger King—and I was just amazed. I 
had never seen anything like that restaurant. And I 
couldn't understand a word people were saying in 
there. The accents just threw me. The accents in Ken¬ 
tucky were something to get used to—we might as well 
have been speaking different languages." 

Fortunately for Hogan, the language of horses is 
universal. "I took care of Alleged, and several other 
horses," he continues. "Alleged is known as a tough, 
tough, horse to deal with. In fact, from what I hear, 
they now have two people with him all the time. Tak¬ 
ing care of a horse like that, you can get very attached 
to him." 
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Hogan continued 



The farm manager has framed pictures of the Euro¬ 
pean champion on either side of the mantelpiece in his 
home. And he talks about the horse with a mixture of 
awe and pride. was there when he won the Arc de 
Triomphe. It was a real privilege to get that close to 
him." In dealing with Alleged, Hogan turned to an 
older horseman for advice. "The first thing I did when 
they gave me the job was to go and talk to old Floyd 
Williams at Darby Dan. Floyd took care of *Ribot, who 
was also a tough horse, and a favorite of mine. 

"Floyd told me to take each day as it comes, and just 
handle the horse. He said there were no ABC's in 
dealing with a horse like that. You have to be flexible. 
We got along fairly well, although he did get a hold of 
me once, and broke three of my ribs." 

Hogan says his single biggest piece of advice came 
from Dr. Osbourne, his teacher at the Irish National 
Stud, who told him: "Remember, when you leave here 
you don't know everything. Keep your eyes and ears 
open and your mouth shut. You'll do a lot better that 
way, and learn a lot more." 

It was during his stay in Kentucky that Hogan met 
his wife, Karen. The two were introduced by friends, 
and had their first date at a horse auction in Lexington. 
Karen was a student at the University of Kentucky 
when they met, and she worked for the IBM corpora¬ 
tion, writing a company newsletter in Rockville (Md.), 
before staying home to care for the couple's two young 
children. Matthew just turned 2 and is "nuts about 
horses," according to his father. The Hogans also have 
a daughter, Molly, born last June. 

At Sunset Hill, Hogan handles all of the stallions 
himself, as well as foaling the mares. Every mare who 
comes to the farm to be bred is teased every day, he 
says. And he places a high premium on attention to 
detail. 

"There's a tremendous satisfaction to producing 
young horses, and watching them grow," he com¬ 
ments. "One of the weanlings I took care of in France 
came here to the farm to be bred not long ago, and that 
gave me a special kind of thrill." Hogan's eventual goal 
is to go back to Ireland, have his own farm and raise his 
own horses. Already, he has firm ideas about the 
philosophical approach that makes a good owner. 
"Your own personal enjoyment of your horses should 
be the number one thing," he says. "Then, with some 
luck, things will go well." □

It's people like Jerry Calhoun, 43-year-old former 
elementary school teacher and farm manager, who 
give hope to struggling young horsemen. 

Calhoun's 134-acre Summer Wind Farm in Frederick 
County is rapidly developing into a showplace. The 
farm has a big, airy training barn, miles and miles of 
sturdy four-board fences, two updated pre-Civil War 
houses—and construction is already underway on two 
new buildings. 

But Calhoun himself is no millionaire investor. He's 
a hardworking man who has finally achieved his goal 
of having his own business. 

"Having a farm like this was a dream of mine for a 
long, long time," says Calhoun, who owns Summer 
Wind in partnership with one of his old college 
friends, Don Guinan, of Philadelphia. (The farm was 
named after a song that was popular during their days 
at Mount St. Mary's college in Emmitsburg.) 

Calhoun managed Jim Ryan's Ryehill Farm from 
1982 to 1985, and before that he spent about four years 
as broodmare manager and assistant farm manager at 
Glade Valley Farms in Frederick. Throughout that 
whole time he was looking ahead to the day when he 
would have his own place. 

Then a series of broodmare investments—in partic¬ 
ular a mare which he bought in Florida and later sold in 
Maryland along with her Rollicking foal—turned a 
handsome profit. And Jerry was finally able to take the 
big step. 

"We didn't have the money to do it all in one shot," 
he explains. "So we're building it in stages." 

Calhoun and his companion, Laurie Reader, took 
over the farm in April, 1986. "And there was not a 
fence row on the place, which was one of the most 
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appealing things about it," as Jerry describes it. "Just 
about all of the land is usable for horses. It was a matter 
of building what we wanted." 

The couple's first project was the training barn, 
which they had completed by the end of May. "A 
training barn can be used for so many different 
things," notes Jerry. By the first of June they had taken 
in their first horses, and the clients have not been slow 
in calling since. "We knew enough people so that we 
didn't have any trouble getting horses," Laurie adds. 

Summer Wind currently has about 12 young race 
horses (including yearlings that were broken last fall) 
and layups, and 30 broodmares. Also, it stands the 
stallion Prince Street, a son of Nijinsky II, who was 
bred to some 35 mares in 1987. "We're really a full- 
service commercial facility," explains Calhoun. "We 
can do everything except actually train race horses to 
run off the farm. Laurie even buys and sells a few show 
horses for clients." 

Jerry and Laurie have only one horse of their own, 
an allowance-winning filly named Gleaming Girl who 
is in training with Carlos Nanez at Laurel. Eventually, 
they hope to build up a breeding and racing stable of 
their own. "But right now all of our energies are going 
into the physical plant," says Jerry. 

A 12-stall center-aisle broodmare barn is in the 
works, and the next phase will include a stallion barn, 
probably with a maximum of four stalls. "We'd rather 
concentrate on quality than quantity, especially when 
it comes to stallions," Jerry remarks. 


With the help of Laurie Reader and Buffy, 
Jerry Calhoun is realizing a lifelong ambition 
in developing his farm in Frederick County.

Helping jerry and Laurie on day-to-day farm work 
are Lee Yanike, a horsewoman, and Bubbie Clinton, 
who serves as maintenance man. 

Along the way they have also benefited from the 
advice of various friends, including Glade Valley 
Farms manager Larry Murray, who helped with the 
laying out of the designs for the paddocks; Ron and 
Carolyn Green, of Green Willow Farms, who offered 
suggestions on the barn; and veterinarian Allen Garst. 
"\ really can't say enough about the importance of Dr. 
Garst to our operation," comments Jerry. "You can ask 
him anything, and he takes the time to answer, or 
research the question if it's something he doesn't 
know. He's also sent us some of his own horses." A 
Rollicking filly owned by Dr. Garst's Garland Farm, 
and consigned to the sale with Summer Wind Farm as 
agent, was the $20,000 sales topper at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Open Yearling sale last fall. 

Developing the business has been hard work, but so 
far there have been few surprises, according to Jerry. 
The new farm owner has been involved with horses all 
his life. He grew up on Long Island, where his father 


was a surgeon, and got involved with horses through a 
riding stable. "I showed jumpers and taught riding 
and conditioned hunters. There were five children in 
the family, and we all rode a little bit, but 1 was the only 
one who took it seriously," he says. After coming to 
Maryland to attend college, Calhoun stayed here and 
got a job teaching in the public schools in Frederick 
County—"readin', writin' and 'rithmetic" to grade 
schoolers was his life for years. 

During some of the time he was teaching, he also 
worked part-time at Glade Valley. "1 missed horses the 
whole time I wasn't working with them, and 1 always 
knew I wanted to work full-time with horses, on some 
level," he says. Divorced, he has a son Michael, 18, 
who is a freshman at Boston University; and a daugh¬ 
ter Rebecca, 15, who lives with her mother in the 
community of Lake Linganore. 

Teaching elementary school was in some ways a 
good preparation for a career with horses, according to 
Calhoun. 'The same things are important, whether 
you're working with young horses or young people. 
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Already completed at Summer Wind (opposite) are a train¬ 
ing barn and miles of four-board fencing.

You have to be consistent. You can't do things one way 
one day, and a different way the next. And you have to 
give them love." 

Laurie agrees. A lifelong horsewoman, although 
she also does not come from a family of horsepeople, 
Laurie is the farm's main rider. A native of the Da¬ 
mascus area, she worked at Glade Valley and Ryehill 
with Jerry, and also ran her own restaurant in Frederick 
for a few years before the new farm took up all her 
time. And Laurie, in turn, likens the farm operation to 
her own restaurant business. "It takes time to develop 
anything new," she observes. □

Champion selection process 

A new procedure for selecting 
Maryland-bred champions is being 
introduced this year. Following a 
recommendation from the Breed 
Promotion Committee, the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association 
board of directors approved the 
change in policy. 

Instead of a committee of racing 
writers and handicappers, champi¬ 
ons in the various categories are be¬ 
ing chosen on the basis of one 
consensus vote each from the Bal¬ 
timore Sun, the Baltimore Evening 
Sun, the Washington Post, the 
Washington Times and the Daily 
Racing Form; one vote from Mary¬ 
land racing secretary Larry Abbun- 
di and one from commercial 
handicapper Jerry Brown of the 
New York-based Thorograph Com¬ 
pany. 

Articles on the 1987 Maryland- 
bred champions will appear in next 
month's MARYLAND Horse. 

Maryland stallion honored 

Deputy Minister, who stands at 
stud at Windfields Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City (Md.), will be inducted 
into the Canadian Horse Racing 
Hall of Fame during the annual 
Racetracks of Canada Conference

Corn mold warning 

According to pathologists at the 
Department of Agriculture labora¬ 
tory and field crops disease special¬ 
ists at the University of Maryland, 
summer droughts and early fall 
rains in certain parts of the state 
could again cause mycotoxin con¬ 


tamination problems in corn. These 
problems include aflatoxins pro¬ 
duced by Aspergillus molds, as 
well as the mycotoxins produced by 
Fusarium molds, the latter impli¬ 
cated as the cause of death in a 
number of horses last winter from 
leucoencephamalacia. To be safe, 
horse owners and breeders should 
again be very cautious about feed¬ 
ing corn from this region. 

The University of Maryland has 
an ongoing research program into 
moldy corn poisoning under Dr. 
George A. Bean, Professor of Bot¬ 
any. He can be reached at 454-3816 
or 454-2415 at the University of 
Maryland in College Park. 

ITW to begin March 4 

Intertrack wagering will be tried 
for the first time in Maryland when 
the Pimlico spring meeting opens 
on March 4. 

The Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion has given its approval for ITW 
on an experimental basis for one 
year, under a 1984 law allowing 
telephone wagering. ITW will al¬ 
ternate between Laurel and Pimlico 
throughout the year. 

MHBA seminar 

The Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association will sponsor a seminar 
on "preparing young horses" on 
February 10 in the Sports Palace at 
Laurel race track. 

Dr. Robert Miller, an expert on 
horse-handling psychology and 
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the "imprinting" of foals, will 
speak on "influencing your young 
horse's mind" during the afternoon 
session, from 2:45 to 5:30. Follow¬ 
ing a social hour and dinner Tom 
Ivers, author of The Fit Racehorse 
and advocate of interval training, 
will give a lecture on the topic "de¬ 
veloping the fit racehorse." 

Tickets for the seminar are $50 
each, and it is suggested that reser¬ 
vations be made in advance 
through the MHBA office, by call¬ 
ing (301) 252-2100. 

Yearling show champion 

Valor Victory, a 2-year-old geld¬ 
ing who was grand champion of 
the 1986 Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association Yearling Show, broke 
his maiden in his second start this 
fall. The Maryland-bred races for 
Point Lookout Stable, a partnership 
headed by local bloodstock agent 
Art Willson, and is trained by Bar¬ 
clay Tagg. He was victorious by four 
lengths in an $11,500 maiden claim¬ 
ing event. 

Furey appointed 

William E. Furey, chairman of the 
Maryland Racing Commission, has 
been appointed to serve as chair¬ 
man of the subcommittee on Thor¬ 
oughbred racing, which is part of 
the regulated industries committee 
of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners. 

The subcommittee's role is to 
serve as a liaison between the Thor¬ 


oughbred industry and the nation¬ 
al association. Furey will head a 
panel discussion on a current rac¬ 
ing topic at the annual NASRC con¬ 
vention in Louisville (Ky.) this 
April. 

Kirwin goes abroad 

Joe Kirwin, formerly an editor for 
the Prince Georges Journal and a 
Maryland correspondent for the 
Thoroughbred Times, has taken a 
general news position with Reuters 
in Stockholm, Sweden. Mr. Kirwin 
began his new duties early this 
month. 

An occasional contributor to the 
Maryland Horse, Kirwin also in¬ 
tends to write about European rac¬ 
ing for a Swedish publication.

Obituaries 


Dr. John D. Gadd 

Dr. John D. Gadd, 81, a veter¬ 
inarian in this state for more than 50 
years, died November 27 at Stella 
Maris Hospice. He had been ill 
with cancer for several months. 

In the 1940s, Dr. Gadd operated a 
hospital for small animals in Tow- 
son. He began treating large ani¬ 
mals exclusively in 1951, and went 
on to become one of Maryland's 
most respected equine practi¬ 
tioners, particularly in the area of 
reproduction. For many years he 
conducted independent research 
into the problem of genital tract in¬ 
fections in mares, and he devel¬ 
oped a "deep suture" operation 
widely used on problem mares. 

Dr. Gadd was a former president 
of the Maryland and Southern vet¬ 
erinary medicine associations and a 
member of both the American As¬ 
sociation of Equine Practitioners 
and the American Veterinary Medi¬ 
cine Association, which in 1979 
gave him its Practitioner Research 
Award. 



Born in Centreville, he was a 
graduate of the University of Mary¬ 
land and the University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania School of Veterinary Medi¬ 
cine. 

He was cited for his work by the 
veterinary school and by its alumni 
association, which honored him for 
his work as a class agent. 

Dr. Gadd also maintained a 
small-scale breeding operation at 
his farm on Gadd Road in Cock- 
eysville. One of the highlights of 
his career came in 1962, when his 
gelding Born Free was judged 
grand champion of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association Year¬ 
ling Show. 

Dr. Gadd was a member of Trini¬ 
ty Episcopal Church in Towson 
and, later, of St. John's Episcopal 
Church in Glyndon. 

He is survived by a daughter, 
Mary Stuart Specht, of Carlisle, 
Pa.; three grandchildren and a 
great-grandson. A son, A. Sydney 
Gadd III, died in late 1986. 

Barbara Janney 

Barbara Phipps Janney, one of 
Maryland's most distinguished 
owners and breeders, died at her 
Glyndon home on November 30. 
She was 76. 

Co-owner and breeder with her 
husband, Stuart S. Janney Jr., of 
the great filly Ruffian, Mrs. Janney 
was also an accomplished rider and 
foxhunting enthusiast and a na¬ 
tionally ranked amateur tennis 
player in her youth. 

Dr. John D. Gadd 


Born in Roslyn, N.Y., she was 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Hen¬ 
ry Carnegie Phipps. Her father was 
an investor and philanthropist, and 
her mother was highly prominent 
in racing circles as the owner of 
Wheatley Stable, which cam¬ 
paigned horse of the year, and later 
leading sire. Bold Ruler. 

In 1936 she married Mr. Janney 
and came to live in Glyndon, where 
they founded Locust Hill Farm. Mr. 
Janney, who comes from a long-es¬ 
tablished Maryland racing family, 
rode the winners of four Maryland 
Hunt Cups. A former chairman of

the Maryland Racing Commission, 
he has been a member of The Jock¬ 
ey Club since 1954. 

Mr. and Mrs. Janney, whose 
Thoroughbred bloodlines were 
heavily influenced by Bold Ruler, 
had their first stakes winner, 
Knocklofty, in 1960. 

In the years since then, the Lo¬ 
cust Hill silks of white, cherry 
hoop, cherry sleeves and white cap 
also were carried to stakes victories 
by such horses as Promise, 
Crowned King, L'Aiglon, Tyrant, 
On Your Toes, Assault Landing,

Laughter, Icecapade and Buck- 
finder. 

Ruffian, Icecapade and Buck- 
finder all were produced by She¬ 
nanigans, a daughter of Native 
Dancer bred by the Janneys who 
had shown promise in the 1960s be¬ 
fore calcium in the knee slowed her 
down. 

Locust Hill's greatest and most 
tragic moments centered around 
Ruffian, who was a champion filly 
at 2 and 3 and undefeated in 10 
races until she shattered her right 
front sesamoids in the famous 
match race with the champion 
3-year-old colt. Foolish Pleasure, at 
Belmont Park in July of 1975. 

Mr. and Mrs. Janney endured 
eight desperate hours of uncertain¬ 
ty over the filly's life until Ruffian 
ended it all by thrashing wildly 
with both legs and undoing the 
work accomplished in an hour of 
surgery. 

The Janneys continued their in¬ 
volvement in breeding and racing, 
and good evidence of the success of 
their endeavors was seen in 1983 
when the 3-year-old Assault Land¬ 
ing won a division of the Gotham 
Stakes. The Janneys had bred both 
his sire, Buckfinder, and his dam. 
Trial Landing. 

Mrs. Janney, whose death came 
just three days after that of her sis¬ 
ter-in-law, Lillian Bostwick Phipps, 
is survived by her husband and her 
brother, Ogden Phipps, former 
chairman of The Jockey Club. 

She is also survived by a son, 
Stuart S. Janney III of Butler, Md.;

Gordon H. Pearce Sr. 

Gordon H. Pearce Sr. died at his 
home, ''Clifford" in Monkton, on 
October 29 at the age of 85. Mr.

own Thoroughbreds, and also 
trained a public stable during the 
1940s and '50s. 

As a young man Mr. Pearce trav¬ 
eled the world with the Merchant 
Marines. He was a semi-profes¬ 
sional baseball player as well as an 
amateur steeplechase rider before 
he turned to training race horses. 
Mr. Pearce's family has long been 
connected with horses. A cousin of 
trainer Sidney Watters, Mr. Pearce 
was a lifelong resident of Monkton. 
He had resided at the family home, 
"Clifford," former site of the My 
Lady's Manor point-to-point race, 
since 1904. 

After he retired as a trainer in the 
1960s, Mr. Pearce devoted his time 
to raising cattle and horses on his 
farm. 

He is survived by five children: 
Gordon H. Pearce Jr., Charlotte 
Pearce Belt, Robert M. Pearce and 
Sally H. Pearce, all of Monkton; 
Mary Pearce Shaffer of Parkton; 
seven grandsons and four great 
grandchildren. 

Lillian Phipps 

Lillian Bostwick Phipps, one of 
the leading steeplechase owners in 
the United States for many years, 
died November 27 at her home in 
Summerville, S.C. She was 81. 

Her two best horses, arguably, 
were Neji, the champion 'chaser of 
1955,1957 and 1958, who was elect¬ 
ed to racing's Hall of Fame in 1966, 
and Oedipus, the champion of 1950 
and 1951, who was inducted to the 
Hall at Saratoga in 1978. 

Other champions of that era 
were her Ancestor, best 'chaser of 
1959, and Mako, tops in 1966. 

In more recent years, she raced 
such cracks as Top Bid, winner of 
the inaugural Colonial Cup 'Chase 
in 1970 and champion that season; 
Straight and True, winner of the 
American Grand National and 
Eclipse award champion of 1976, 
and Happy Intellectual, a stakes 
winner on the flat for another own¬ 
er in his early days who got new life

at age 9 over jumps, winning the 
Temple Gwathmey of 1975 and tak¬ 
ing three straight New York Turf 
Writers Cups at Saratoga (1976-78) 
at ages 10, 11 and 12. 

Mrs. Phipps, a longtime client of 
Maryland-based trainer D. Michael 
(Mikey) Smithwick, was leading 
steeplechase owner 11 times from 
1950 through 1970 and, through 
this year, was second on the all- 
time leading owners list with near¬ 
ly $2 million earned in jump races. 

Mrs. Phipps' brother A.C. Bost¬ 
wick raced the good horse Mate, 
winner of the 1931 Preakness 
Stakes, and her brother Dunbar 
was prominent in Standardbred 
circles. 

But it was steeplechasing that 
commanded the attention of Mrs. 
Phipps and her brother George H. 
(Pete) Bostwick, one of the great 
riders in American 'chasing history 
and a member of racing's Hall of 
Fame. The first horse to fly her old 
rose and yellow colors was Hoe- 
cake, in 1938. 

Another of Mrs. Phipps' avoca¬ 
tions was the performing arts. She 
was a former chairman of the Sar¬ 
atoga Performing Arts Center and a 
member of its board at the time of 
her death.

Dr. Edgar Berman 

Owner/breeder Dr. Edgar Ber¬ 
man, who campaigned the 1978 
Maryland-bred 2-year-old filly 
champion Phoebe's Donkey, and 
bred the 1973 Maryland-bred 3- 
year-old filly champion Marian 
Bender, died November 27 follow¬ 
ing a heart attack near his home in 
Lutherville. 

Dr. Berman, 72, was personal 
physician to the late Hubert Hum¬ 
phrey, a best-selling author and col¬ 
umnist for USA Today. He raced a 
modest string with trainers J. Wil¬ 
liam Boniface and Donald Town¬ 
send. 

Born in Baltimore, Dr. Berman 
was a graduate of the University of 
Maryland and the University of 
Maryland Medical School. 



He served as advisor and confi¬ 
dant to Vice-President Humphrey 
on medical affairs and the biolog¬ 
ical sciences from 1964 to 1969. In 
the Kennedy administration, he 
was consultant to the White House 
Task Force on Medicare. 

In 1972 he helped assemble the 
surgical team that operated on then 
Gov. George C. Wallace of Alabama 
after he was shot and paralyzed by 
a bullet that lodged in his spine. Dr. 
Berman had other celebrities as pa¬ 
tients. 

During World War II he served as 
a Marine battle surgeon on Guam 
and I wo Jima, and in 1945 and 1946 
was chief of the Marine Corps Hos¬ 
pital in Beijing. He roomed there 
with author John Hersey and had 
conversations with Chou En-lai. 

Upon his return he opened a pri¬ 
vate practice in Baltimore and from 
1946-1960 he taught at Johns Hop¬ 
kins University's School of Medi¬ 
cine. 

He implanted the first plastic 
esophagus in a human in 1950, a 
technique now used on cancer pa¬ 
tients. In 1957 he performed the 
first successful heart transplant, on 
a dog. 

He worked with Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer in Gabon and Dr. Tom 
Dooley in Laos. From 1959 to 1965 
he served as president of the Medi¬ 
cal International Cooperation Or¬ 
ganization in aid of modern health 
care in third world countries. 

He wrote five books, including 
"The Triumph and Tragedy of the 
Humphrey I Knew," "The Solid 
Gold Stethoscope" and "The Corn- 
pleat Chauvinist: A Survival Guide 
for the Bedeviled Male." 

Dr. Berman is survived by his 
wife, Phoebe, and three sisters, 
Miriam Stulman, Frances Booke 
and Shirley Patt, all of Baltimore.

The longest- 
priced starter in the field, at odds of more than 37-1, the 
tiny Maryland-bred filly rallied through the stretch and 
got up just in time to capture the race by a nose. 

In gaining her first graded stakes victory, Bug Eyed Betty 
defeated a stellar field including runner-up Without 
Feathers, winner of the Monmouth Oaks-Gl; Coup de 
Fusil, one of the leading older mares in the country; and 
One From Heaven, champion 3-year-old filly pro tern in 
Canada. 

Continuing in brilliant style, Bug Eyed Betty came back 
three weeks later and annexed Philadelphia Park's White- 
marsh Handicap by a widening five-length margin. To¬ 
gether, the two victories were worth just under $100,000. 

But there was sad news following the race in late Novem¬ 
ber. The filly suffered a saucer fracture in her right cannon 
bone while winning the Whitemarsh, bringing her fall 
campaign to an abrupt halt. The injury was similar to the 
fracture in Bug Eyed Betty's left leg nearly two years 
before, which had limited her 1986 season. Maryland's 
champion 2-year-old in 1985, Bug Eyed Betty had only just 
returned to top form this fall when disaster struck again. 
She had surgery to repair the second fracture, and her 
owners are hoping to bring her back once again. 

As a juvenile, Bug Eyed Betty was given 120 pounds on 
the Experimental Free Handicap for fillies, making her the 
eighth-highest ranked 2-year-old distaffer in the country. 
Her most impressive performance that year was the 
$100,000 Maryland Juvenile Championship which she 
just missed as the only filly in a ten-horse field. 

A daughter of the Shamrock Farms stallion Pilot Ship, 
Bug Eyed Betty was bred by her trainer Dickie Small's 
uncle, Sidney Watters, and purchased by Small as a year¬ 
ling on behalf of a partnership headed by Tom Bateman, 
of Ashland (Va.).

The 3-year-old filly, 
who races for Mrs. Helen (Penny) Chenery of Secretariat 
fame, edged clear to capture the six-furlong sprint by a 
half-length over multiple stakes winner Cagey Exuber¬ 
ance. Carrving high weight of 118 pounds. In the Curl 
finished in a time of 1:10'A. 

One of the most durable and consistent Maryland-breds 
in her division. In the Curl has earned over $100,000 since 
breaking her maiden last May. She has won or placed in 
each of her last seven starts. Just prior to the Heirloom 
Stakes she scored in Pimlico's Lochearn Handicap, on 
October 11. 

The first foal from her dam Ocean Girl by Rollicking, a 
hard-hitting winner of seven races and over $53,000 in the 
early 1980s, In the Curl was bred by Dark Hollow Number 
One Partnership, consisting of Donald and Carol Wen- 
deroth and Stewart Greenebaum.

Shelter Half, sire of six other added- 
money winners, including graded stakes winners Tent 
Up and The Lone Ranger, stands for $7,500 live foal.

Charles and Mary K. Kaye live near Boston, Mass. But 
they are loyal—and remarkably successful—participants 
in Maryland's breeding program. 


In the ten years that they have been boarding mares at 
Glade Valley Farms in Frederick (Md.), the Kayes have 
bred 16 horses that have reached racing age. Four of the 16 
are now stakes winners. 

Kitchener's Reward, a 3-year-old gelding who beat older 
horses when he came on to score a determined upset 
($26.80) victory in the Maryland-bred Find Handicap, 
races in the colors of the Kayes' Trinity Farm. The Kayes 
have also campaigned homebred Towering Star (by Irish 
Tower), winner of the 1986 Kindergarten Stakes. They 
bred and sold Jesse's Hope (by Rollicking), a colt of 1981 
who won the 1984 Keystone Stakes and has earned over 
$100,000, and Debtor's Prison (by Spring Double), winner 
of the 1986 Columbia Handicap and over $70,000. 

All four stakes winners were foaled at Glade Valley, where 
the Kayes currently have four broodmares. "We've always 
tried to keep the number of broodmares small," explains 
Mr. Kaye. "And we've certainly been rewarded." 

A Boston-area businessman, Mr. Kaye takes a more active 
interest in breeding, while his wife oversees their racing 
stable. They have three or four horses in training with 
Mike Goswell at the Fair Hill Training Center. 

Kitchener's Reward, who is from the first crop of the 
Kentucky-based stallion Khartoum (a son of Damascus), 
was bred by the Kayes from a mare which they purchased 
at the 1978 Maryland Fall sale. Red Right Return (by 
Captain's Gig) was a minor winner of about $8,000. And 
she had never produced a foal when the Kayes paid 
$22,000 for her, in foal to Northern Fling, at that sale. But 
the now-16-year-old mare has turned out to be an excel-

lent producer. Of her six foals to reach racing age, five are 
winners. Red Right Return's foal of 1983 was Mr. Spiffy 
(by Rollicking), a graded stakes-placed winner of over 
$80,000. Still owned by the Kayes, Red Right Return has a 
yearling filly by Rollicking and is due to foal this spring to 
Hail Emperor. 

Meanwhile, the Kayes expect Kitchener's Reward to be an 
even better horse this year at 4 than he was as a 2 and 
3-year-old. Noting that the gelding has finished in the 
money in each of his four starts on the turf, Mr. Kaye said 


he believes Kitchener's Reward is just now coming into his 
own. Last season he won two allowance races at Pimlico 
and placed in two added-money events at Penn National 
before proving himself in the stake at Laurel in the Fall. 
A history buff's delight. Kitchener's Reward's name goes 
back to his sire, Khartoum. Khartoum, a capital city in the 
Sudan, on the upper reaches of the Nile River, was rebuilt 
by the British Major General Horatio Herbert Kitchener in 
1898, after the previous governor general, Charles George 
Gordon, was slaughtered by Arabs. Mr. Kaye was familiar 
with Kitchener's career, and devised the name because he 
liked its "historical ring."

Angelina County waged a formidable campaign in Mary¬ 
land last fall, winning three stakes within a span of five 
weeks. But the real eye-opener came when Carey K. 
Miller's homebred was shipped to the Meadowlands in 
late November. 

Extending her string of victories to four in a row, Angelina 
County had little trouble holding off her eight filly rivals 
in the Honey Bee Handicap-G3. It was not only her first 
success outside of restricted stakes company, but also one 
of her most confident efforts. Going to the front on the 
first turn, the Maryland-bred led the way to the wire and 
scored by two lengths. A lukewarm favorite at odds of 
11-5, she carried high weight of 120 pounds, giving seven 
pounds to runner-up Two Timin Toni. 

After the race at Meadowlands, Angelina County came 
back and was second (beaten a half-length by 4-year-old 
Smart 'n Quick) in the $150,000 Laurel Budweiser Breed¬ 
ers' Cup on December 6. 

With little left to prove, Angelina County seemed almost 
certain to be named champion Maryland-bred 3-year-old 
filly of 1987 after her graded stakes victory. Her last year's 
earnings amounted to more than $280,000. 

Angelina County, a daughter of the top Maryland sire 
Rollicking, was bred by Mrs. Miller from the Cleverness 
mare Pretense, and is by far the best foal ever produced by 
her dam. Mrs. Miller named the filly for an area of Texas 
where many of her friends and relatives live. "Everyone in 
Angelina County, Texas, is both clever and rollicking," 
explains the breeder, who is having the time of her life 
with Angelina County. Mrs. Miller, the wife of prominent 
Washington (D.C.) attorney Herbert (Jack) Miller, oper¬ 
ates a small breeding business on their farm in Boyds

Just as the fortunes of Sondra and Howard Bender's good 
Rollicking colt King's Snow went on the wane, another of 
their many 2-year-olds moved into prominence last fall. 


Clever Power, a filly who races in the name of the couple's 
Soho Stable, could hardly have been more impressive 
with her victory in the Grade 3 Morven Stakes at Meadow- 
lands. The only filly in a nine-horse field, she led all the 
way and prevailed by four lengths while finishing in a six- 
furlong time of 1:10“A. Her success in the open graded 
race came less than three weeks after a highly creditable 
performance in the Meadowlands' Holly Stakes. Clever 
Power led by a wide margin throughout the early stages of 
the Holly, but was outgamed at the end by Close In, 
whose class was well-documented after that when she 
came back to finish fourth (beaten two and three-quarters 
lengths by the winner.

In addition to the Gardenia Stakes, 
she won the $100,000 USF&G Maryland Lassie Stakes on 
Maryland Million Day, placed second in the Smart Angle 
and fourth in the Selima Stakes-Gl (five and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths behind the winner. Minstrel's Lassie). 

Thirty Eight Go Go was bred by Leatherbury and pur¬ 
chased by her owners Morgan and Janet Wayson for 
$17,500 at last year's Eastern Fall Yearling sale.

Trainer Tom Caviness was as surprised as anyone when 
the Northern Baron gelding Gospel Note blossomed into 
a stakes performer last fall. ''We honestly didn't expect 
him to be this kind of horse/' says Caviness. 

Gospel Note, who paid $37.20 when he won Laurel's 
Devil's Bag Stakes, made his debut in an $18,500 maiden 
claiming race in August. But before the year was over he 
had managed to win one stakes, register an impressive 
allowance victory and finish third in both the $100,000 
Business Express Maryland Nursery and $100,000 Mary¬ 
land Juvenile Championship. 

In the Devil's Bag, Gospel Note came on to score by a 
length and a quarter over another longshot. Fair Royale, 
while better-known rivals, including 8-5 favorite King's 
Snow and Maryland Million star Sean's Ferrari, finished 
well out of the money in the ten-horse field. 

Purchased by Caviness as a yearling for $6,000 on behalf 
of Gilbert Hahn Jr.'s Meeting House Farm, Gospel Note 
was bred by Parkton (Md.) veterinarian Lee S. Malone. In 
fact, he is the first horse Dr. Malone has ever bred. 

Dr. Malone, who handles the veterinary work at Mr. 
Hahn's farm in Carroll County, purchased Gospel Note's 
dam. Gospel Sing, for $1,100 at the 1984 Eastern Fall Mixed 
sale, with the current stakes winner in utero. Recalls Dr. 
Malone: "The mare had a weanling filly by Son Excel¬ 
lence, who sold just before her, and I bought that filly on 
looks for $2,200. Then, when Gospel Sing herself came 
into the ring, I went ahead and bought her too, just 
because I liked her weanling so much. The fact that she 
was in foal to Northern Baron also made her appealing, 
l:>ecause 1 had worked on Northern Baron when he was 
racing, and 1 knew he was a game old horse." 

The developments in Gospel Sing's family have been a 
mixture of highs and lows since then. The mare has not 
produced another foal since Gospel Note, and she is 
barren for 1988, reports Dr. Malone. Her 4-year-old Son 
Excellence filly (named Gospel Miss) is still a maiden after 
several tries. 

But Gospel Sing's only other foal, a 5-year-old gelding. 
Barkeeper, by Over Bidder, has gone on to earn over 
$77,000 in claiming company. 

Caviness trained Barkeeper for a brief time in 1986, after 
claiming him for $18,500 at Laurel, and he didn't mind 
taking a chance on the claimer's younger half-brother. 
"We sent Gospel Note to Shawn Howser's Kingsway Farm 
on the Eastern Shore, and they were impressed with him 
from the beginning. When we started working him on the 
track, he showed ability, too, but I try not to get too 
excited over young horses that haven't raced yet. Now, 
we're convinced we have a pretty nice horse."

The following spring Camaria was sent to Gaudet's neigh¬ 
bor Dr. John E. Hayes' farm in Upper Marlboro, to be bred 
to Hayes' stallion Trip Trap (stud fee $750, or free to 
approved mares). And the result of that mating was a colt 
who looked just like his dam. "If you painted each of this 
mare's foals red, you wouldn't be able to tell them apart. 
That's how much she stamps her produce," says Gaudet, 
who also has a yearling and a weanling by Bara Prince out 
of Camaria. 

So it came as no surprise to Gaudet when Camaria's first 
foal, the gelding Trap Line, turned out to be a runner. 
Trap Line triumphed by three-quarters of a length in this 
year's renewal of the $100,000 Maryland Juvenile Champi¬ 
onship. Finishing behind him were Ryehill Farm's Cefis, 
who had been shipped down from New York by trainer 
Woody Stephens specifically for the rich Maryland Fund 


Although Trap Line had launched his 2-year-old cam¬ 
paign in the maiden claiming ranks, slightly more than a 
month before his victory in the Juvenile Championship, 
Gaudet believes his gelding's ability is for real. In his first 
two outings. Trap Line was risked for a $30,000 tag, "be¬ 
cause I knew nobody would pay that much for a son of 
Trip Trap," comments the owner/trainer. When Trap Line 
aired by five and a half lengths in his second start, Gaudet 
ran him back in the seven-furlong Devil's Bag Stakes at 
Laurel. "That's when we really found out what he could 
do," says Gaudet. "He was coming on at the end of that 
race (after finishing fourth, beaten three and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths by Gospel Note, Fair Royale and Wasso Ju¬ 
nior) and he kept going an eighth of a mile past the wire. 
We figured it wouldn't be out of line to put up the money 
to supplement him for the Juvenile Championship." 


Sham Say concluded her excellent 2-year-old campaign 
with a commanding victory in the $100,000 Maryland 
Juvenile Championship at Laurel. 

Going into the race, the Bernie Bond-trained runner was 
undefeated in four starts, including three consecutive 
stakes. But she had yet to be tested at a distance of more 
than a mile. Breaking alertly in the field of seven, which 
included recent graded stakes winners Thirty Eight Go 
Go and Betty Lobelia, Sham Say was rated in the lead 
throughout the entire mile and one-sixteenth of the Juve¬ 
nile Filly Championship. She was joined by Thirty Eight 
Go Go at the head of the stretch, but managed to hold off 
that rival by a length and a half at the wire. It was another 
sixteen lengths back to third-place finisher Betty Lobelia, 
who was followed by North Watch, Sunny Roberta, Gild¬ 
ed Production and Barbara's Last. 

Bernie Bond, who is famous for his ability to find and 
develop good 2-year-olds, selected Sham Say out of the 
1986 Eastern Fall Yearling sale on behalf of owner Eugene 
Ford, of Bethesda, Md. Her price as a yearling was 
$24,000. Ford campaigns Sham Say in partnership with 
his friend Zelma Morrison, who purchased a 50 percent 
interest in her after the sale. Other horses owned by Ford 
include the stakes-winning 2-year-old filly Empress Ti- 
gere, whom he purchased this year at a Maryland 2-year- 
olds in training sale. 

Sham Say was bred by Preston 1. Moffett, a Winchester 
(Va.) beer distributor and father-in-law of local bloodstock 
agent Don Litz. The filly is the third 1987 stakes winner for 
her sire. Oh Say, who stands at Windfields Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City (Md.).

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Thoroughbreds Enjoy 
Retirement at Prison Farm

June 9, 1987 was a red letter day for the Thorough¬ 
bred Retirement Foundation. 

The nonprofit organization was entering its third 
year of providing lifelong care and shelter for retired 
race horses at an upstate New York penitentiary in a 
program that involves vocational training for the in¬ 
mates there. On June 9, the TRF was celebrating its 
existence with a distinguished service awards banquet 
honoring New York Governor Mario Cuomo and 
Thomas Coughlin, the state's commissioner of correc¬ 
tional services. 


The prison inmates had made sure the TRF farm 
was spotless, and had set up tables and tents on the 
tarmac just outside the main barn's entrance; others 
had cooked up a buffet spread, including a large cake 
decorated with horse shoes and roses. Monique Koeh¬ 
ler, the TRF's founder and president, gave a speech— 
but was upstaged. 

"At one point, in mid-sentence, people started to 
applaud," Koehler recalled. "I looked over to the pad- 
dock, and the horses had all galloped over to the fence. 
Their ears were straight up and they were ready to run!

'Okay, guys, the crowd's here, we're set!' Everybody— 
the minute they saw that, I thought they were going to 
start crying. Everybody got goose bumps." 

For horse lovers, the sight of a heads-high, tails-up 
herd taking charge of a pasture is thrilling enough. But 
these were animals once destined for slaughter or for a 
hard life on fair circuits or in a barbed-wire back lot 
somewhere—now fat and sassy and sound enough to 
show off. 

Koehler, a Manhattan marketing consultant and rac¬ 
ing fan, once thought a white-fenced pasture was the 
final destination for all race horses. Then she read a 
newspaper article about a halfway house for ex-race 
horses proposed by Daphne Collings. The article 
pointed out that only a small percentage of horses had 
value as breeding stock or had owners with either 
extra room on their farms or the generosity to pay an 
open-ended board bill. 
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But Collings, an English-born trainer, had no 
means to put her idea to work. Koehler did. 

She rallied the support of some of the most recog¬ 
nized patrons of the sport, including Penny Chenery, 
Frank Wright, J.B. Faulconer, Martha Gerry and New 
York Senator Howard Nolan, who was instrumental in 
gaining the state's approval of the cooperative venture. 
"The reaction was overwhelmingly positive," Koehler 
said. 

Another of the TRF's first directors, Allaire duPont 
of Chesapeake City, Md., helped get the program past 
its initial fundraising stage when she consented to 
send Kelso, her five-time horse of the year, to a special 
day honoring champion geldings at Belmont Park in 
October 1983. DuPont vanned Kelso, then 26, from his 
home at Woodstock Farm to Belmont, where he joined 
Forego and John Henry. The TRF distributed informa¬ 
tion and collected donations at booths throughout the 
track—more than $30,000 was raised. 

Within 24 hours, however, Kelso was dead, a victim 
of colic after his return to Maryland. 

"I hope he helped," Mrs. duPont said. "What 
they're doing is wonderful. I think it's absolutely mar- 
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velous that these old horses have the homes they 
needed so badly. 1 wish we could have one in Maryland 
. . . maybe Mr. (Frank) De Francis and Governor (Will¬ 
iam Donald) Schaefer would be interested in that." 

Today, the TRF farm at the Wallkill Correctional 
Facility is home to 34 horses, mostly bottom-of-the- 
barrel claimers such as 16-year-old Dot the T., who won 
at Laurel, Pimlico and Bowie in the 250 starts he made 
over an 11-year career. The bay gelding won 49 races at 
13 different tracks and changed hands 25 times; luckily 
he was last claimed—for $3,750—by Mary Ann Fruzet- 
ti and trained by her husband, Richard. 

"He is truly a remarkable animal," Fruzetti wrote of 
Dot the T. when she turned over his papers to the TRF. 
"Not only because he won so many races, but because 
he was able to do it with so many different hands 
touching him . . . every time he went to the races, he 
went to run hard, and the bettors knew it. The people 
used to come down to the paddock just to see him 
these last two years . . . 

"It is not possible for us to keep any horse that is 
done racing, but we feel that he has earned the right to 
a comfortable retirement as he is still quite sound and 
able to enjoy life." 

Because of the limited national exposure TRF has 
received, most of its retirees last raced on the East 
Coast. But they come from all over—one has a fashion¬ 
able Kentucky pedigree, another is a New Jersey-bred 
champion. Three are Maryland-breds—23-year-old 
Space Cat, My Hot Dog King and Paul Jr., who shipped 
in from Chicago. 

The oldest of the retirees is Bayonia, 29, one of the 
farm's three mares. Some of the horses were heroes in 
their day: Creme de La Fete, now 12, was a crowd 
favorite at Belmont Park, where he earned most of his 
40 victories; and $588,076-earner Kim's Chance, a New 
York-bred champion before infirmities forced him into 
the claiming ranks. 

Not all the horses have humble beginnings. Major¬ 
ity Leader is a son of Bold Bidder and a half-brother to 
stallions Practitioner and Bends Me Mind who started 
his career in the barn of Hall of Fame trainer Woody 
Stephens. 

But the gelding suffered lung damage from a bout 
with pneumonia and was sold. His groom, Pat Jellen, 
kept track of the horse she called "Beatle" (because of 
his thick forelock) and, after almost two years, bought 
him from a trainer at Penn National for retirement at 
Wallkill. 

The TRF property located at the Wallkill Correction¬ 
al Facility is a renovated dairy farm with more than 75 
acres of pasture enclosed by solid, four-plank fencing. 

Lining the fence are some of the 34 retired Thoroughbreds 
at Wallkill Correctional Facility in upstate New York, 
where inmates are taught job skills for the horse industry. 


Inmates transformed the dilapidated main building 
into a pristine Thoroughbred barn with roomy 10 by 12- 
foot stalls and smooth wood walls. A hook outside 
each horse's stall holds his halter and lead rope and, in 
a special touch, a neatly lettered nameplate hangs 
above the door. 

"Actually, we were pretty lucky with the barn," said 
Jim Tremper, the TRF's initial farm supervisor who 
directed the reclamation project. "The basic structure 
was good and it was well-ventilated. It was just a little 
discouraging when we first came in and saw the piles 
of garbage and cow manure—two feet deep in some 
places." 

A nearby tractor shed became a six-stall receiving/ 
hospital barn and small paddocks, one with six-foot- 
high rails and a sand base, were built for the newest 
arrivals. 

"Most of the horses we get here come in pretty bad 
shape," said Tremper, who now works exclusively 
with the inmates as instructor for horse handling and 
care while Mark Monteverdi handles the farm super¬ 
visor's chores. "They're usually lame, or malnour¬ 
ished, or have thrush. Their feet are always a mess." 

An exception was a gelding named Sea Pat, who 
"put on a show" when he was first turned out in the 
sand paddock. "It was a bit of a revelation to (the 
inmates)," Tremper recalled. "One guy said, 'Maxi¬ 
mum security is safer than this!' Up to that point, none 
of them had ever seen a healthy horse." 

The inmate crew of 15 is carefully screened by prison 
officials. They must be cleared for outside work, the 
lowest security level at Wallkill, said Lenny Portuondo, 
the facility's deputy superintendent of programs. 

"We also check into their past criminal history and 
family ties, and we only take those who are near the 
end of their sentences," he said.

In addition to their hands-on work, the inmates 
meet in a classroom at the farm to learn "about feeding 
and maintenance of the animals, why we're doing the 
things we're doing," Tremper said. 

The TRF also has had success in placing paroled 
inmates in jobs working with horses. Its first graduate 
was hired by a Connecticut show horse stable; another 
worked at a Central Park (N.Y.) riding academy until 
he was cleared through the New York racing authori¬ 
ties for employment on the backstretch. 

"If they want a job working with horses, we've been 
able to locate one," Koehler said. "And they know they 
are going into low-wage situations. No rosy pictures 
are painted for them . . . it's nice to see them having 
dreams that can come true if they work hard." 

Horses are fed twice a day and groomed daily, ex¬ 
cept Sunday. They are turned out in the morning, 
weather permitting, and brought in in the afternoon. 
Most of the horses require extra care, and the treat¬ 
ment of their ailments, from fractures to founder, 
teaches the inmates about veterinary practices. It's a 
testament to TRF that all its retirees are thriving today. 

"They're all here, and they're all healthy," Tremper 
said. "Knock on wood." 

Barbara Kirkham, who heads TRF's acceptance 
committee, is the one who gets the phone calls, some¬ 
times frantic ones, from the horses' rescuers. The rules 
are: the horse must have a racing record, it must be free 
of contagious or communicable disease and the TRF 
must be satisfied that private retirement is unavailable 
or unsuitable. If accepted, the owner must transfer the 
horse's ownership to the TRF and arrange for vanning 
to the farm. 

"Generally, people are so happy their horse is ac¬ 
cepted, they find a way to get the horse here," said 
Kirkham, who races horses with her husband Robert 
and partners, including Marylanders Jim Ryan and 
August Belmont IV. 

"We are fortunate, and are able to take care of our 
horses," Kirkham said. "This (volunteer work for TRF) 
is really a way for me to give something back . . . 

"People need to be reminded that, if it were not for 
the horse, none of this $10-billion industry would be 
possible. None of it. Jobs, race tracks, farms, breeders, 
horse owners." 

The dream for TRF, Koehler said, is expansion. She 
would like to see the state acquire more property in the 
Wallkill area. And, recently, she has talked to officials 
from the New Jersey corrections department about 
starting a program there involving delinquent youth. 

"We have seen the men here develop such a strong 
relationship with the animals," Koehler said. ''We 
think youngsters will have that same kind of bonding. 
The idea has been very well-received." 
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Meanwhile, the farm in Wallkill will be open to six 
more horses this spring, and operating expenses al¬ 
ways are a concern. 

A good part of Koehler's job is fundraising, such as 
the Meadowlands' recent giveaway of John Henry 
books to those donating $25 or more, a dog show at 
Saratoga run by Elinor Penna ($7,500 raised this year) 
and an annual memorabilia auction at Belmont 
($12,500, including $650 for an overgirth worn by Sec¬ 
retariat). 

Other donations come in $10 or $20 amounts, week¬ 
ly or monthly, often in memory of a loved one. Mary¬ 
land breeders Wylie and Janet Tuttle of Rock Hall 


donate 3 percent of their horses' sales prices; the funds 
are sent to TRF in that horse's name. 

Daughter Amanda Tuttle, general manager of their 
Rock Hall Stud, heads the TRF's junior committee, 
which provided the workers for the dog show and 
organizes other benefit events. "I'm very active in it 
because I feel that if you're going to have the pleasure 
of watching these Thoroughbreds race, you should 
help them find a home," she said. 

For 34 lucky horses in upstate New York, that home 
is Wallkill. □

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Harry Prentice 
Retires From 
Foxhunting After 
Nearly 50 Years

What phenomenon spurs the passion for horses 
and hounds despite economic good sense and even 
personal danger? 


Frederick Watson, in his classic foxhunting diary 
Hunting Pie, asks the same question, historically, "Why 
should George Washington take his hounds more seri¬ 
ously than his colleagues or the great Duke of Well¬ 
ington chase foxes in preference to Frenchmen?" 

Watson then gives an age-old answer, typical—and 
no doubt accurate—of horsemen everywhere. 

"I believe, and will continue to believe, that people, 
whether they are prime ministers or prime simpletons 
or whether they lived in the 18th or 20th centuries, 
galloped after foxes for one reason only. 

"Because it's such jolly good fun!" 

After 70-plus years, Harry Prentice of Jarrettsville, 
foxhunter and Thoroughbred breeder, echoes Wat¬ 
son's sentiments. 


"I was going to get out of this (sport) so many 
times," he laughs, almost to himself. "It didn't make 
much economic sense on the scale I did it . . . but 
there's something that always drew me back. Foxhunt¬ 
ing and horses are a passion, really." 

At the end of last hunting season, at the firm request 
of his daughter and his doctor, Prentice agreed to 
"hang up his tack." 



Canadian-born Prentice looks back on a wealth of 
horse and hound-happy memories. The house that he 
built on Salem Church Road in Harford County is 
decorated with sporting prints and paintings, and lit¬ 
tered familiarly with copies of stallion directories and 
foxhunting treatises such as Higgingson's Foxhunting, 
Theory and Practice. 

"I grew up with horses on the farm in Canada. They 
were a way of life, not a pleasure, in those days," says 
Prentice. 

"Then, after I finished school in Michigan, 1 went to 
work for General Motors and they transferred me to 
Maryland when the Broening Highway plant was first 
built. 

"It was at a New Year's party in 1939 in Glen Arm 
that I bought my first horse. Someone I didn't even 
know had a horse he had to give away, a 3-year-old. I 
ended up buying the colt for a dollar, broke him, 
trained him, and took up foxhunting with the old 
Wythemore Hounds. 

"Unfortunately, this group broke up with the ad¬ 
vent of WW II, but then I met Edgar Spicer, who had a 
private pack of American hounds: the Jerusalem 
Hounds. 

"It was Spicer who taught me about foxhounds. I 
had always liked horses, but after this, I rode in order 
to foxhunt." 
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In 1947, Prentice's sojourn in Maryland came to a 
halt when GM moved him to Cincinnati, Ohio. 

There, he exercised his newly acquired passion with 
Camargo Hunt, acting as honorary whipper-in, and 
also falling into his next adventure, timber racing. 

"It was another party, and we were discussing how 
we club members could prevent Tommy Rankin, a 
veterinarian from Kentucky, from winning a third leg 
on the Camargo Cup and taking the trophy home with 
him," Prentice remembers. 

"A couple more cocktails, and my horse. Four of 
Hearts, and I were elected—even though I'd never 
ridden a race before. Can you believe it? I won that race 
in 1953, and I went on to become very active on the 
Midwest point-to-point circuit, which then consisted 
of meets at St. Louis, Indianapolis, Louisville and 
Nashville, as well as Cincinnati." 

Prentice was transferred in 1957 to Oakland, Calif., 
where he foxhunted with the West Hills Hunt and 
became MFH in 1962. 

At the time of his arrival, the Western clubs were 
nearly all drag hunts because there are few foxes west 
of the Rocky Mountains. Prentice, however, learned 
about live coyote hunting through his friend Law¬ 
rence Phipps, who had developed the sport at Arapa¬ 
hoe Hunt near Denver, Col. 

"We had English and Orange County foxhounds at 
West Hills, and I believed hounds that will run a fox 
will follow the scent of a coyote once they're exposed to 
it for a while," says Prentice. "The coyote runs differ¬ 
ently, and the huntsman has to view and put the pack 
on the line, but, like a fox, the coyote will run for cover 
and outwit hounds with only an occasional kill. 

"The thrill is in the chase. There's not much jump¬ 
ing out there, but the terrain is so rough that it's really 
exciting. Almost all the Western clubs now hunt live 
coyote." 

Prentice was also responsible for starting point-to- 
points in California, although he says that the jump 
racing faded away after he was transferred back to 
Maryland in 1963. 

At this point, after having bred and trained many 
foxhunting and timber horses, the indomitable Pren¬ 
tice purchased his Jarrettsville farm and got into Thor¬ 
oughbred breeding. Over the years, all of his 
homebreds—one of the most recent being Penrage 
Rock, reserve champion at the 1987 MHBA Yearling 
Show—have carried the name Penrage, made up of the 
initials of his three children: Penny, Randy and 
George. 


In his first race over timber, Harry Prentice rode 
his homebred Four of Hearts to win the 1953 Camargo Cup 
at the Camargo hunt meeting near Cincinnati, Ohio. 


When he came back to Maryland in the '60s, he 
started foxhunting with Elkridge-Harford, often going 
out Monday, Wednesday and Saturday. "Then, I 
found out about Carl Shaffer's Mt. Carmel Hounds 
that hunted on Sunday, and 1 started whipping in 
there, too," explains Prentice. 

But following an accident and a bad concussion last 
year, his nearly 50 years of foxhunting are behind him. 
His breeding operation will be his primary interest 
from now on. Prentice has a 3-year-old filly by Cold 
Reception in training with Joe Magner, and his 2-year- 
old Penrage Rock has gone to David Moorehead in 
Camden, S.C., this winter. 

"If I don't get Penrage Rock sold," says Prentice, not 
unhappily, "I guess I'll have to race him. I plan to breed 
his dam, Penrage Queen, again this spring, and I have 
the young horses, too. I like to do a lot of the early 
training myself here on the farm." 

Ten horses occupy the 52-acre farm with white¬ 
board paddocks, a half-mile turf track, and a substan¬ 
tial stable. 

The animals range from 10-year-old Larry, Prentice's 
last foxhunter, to a weanling by TV. Commercial out of 
Penrage Queen. 

His gaze somewhat wistfully passing over the pho¬ 
tographs lining the walls of his cozy, paneled den, 
Prentice, like Frederick Watson and many other dedi¬ 
cated horsepeople, sums it all up. 

"There are a lot of things that happened to me 
because of horses and hounds. I enjoy thinking about 
them from time to time." n

Capt. Mark Phillips On Rid¬ 
ing. Mark Phillips with Jane Kidd. 
Prentice-Hall, New York. 1986. 124 
pp., illus. $19.95 hardcover. 

For some reason that I truly do 
not understand, the British seem to 
do a much better job of writing 
"'horse books" than anyone else. 
Perhaps it is because horses are and 
have been so much a part of the 
everyday person's life in Great Brit¬ 
ain. 

Whatever the reason, Mark Phil¬ 
lips On Riding, A Complete Guide for 
Beginners is excellent. 

Written by Queen Elizabeth's 
son-in-law (with the help of author 
Jane Kidd), who was a member of 
the British Olympic three-day 
team, the book covers everything 
from choosing the horse and the 
fundamentals of riding him to 
horse care and illnesses. 

The style is chatty and friendly, 
but very practical. For example, 
Phillips points out early on that 
"writing the cheque for the horse or 
pony is only the beginning." 

Many of the photographs show 
very young children on ponies, but 
the text is definitely not aimed at 
this age group. Although the mate¬ 
rial is geared to what the beginner 
needs to know, the language would 
not be easily understood by anyone 
under 14. However, the book is one 
that I would like to see made re¬ 
quired reading for parents of every 
beginning rider. The chapter on the 
"learning process" is especially ap¬ 
propriate. 

Like the USPC and the British 
Horse Society manuals, Phillips' 


book emphasizes a happy rider on 
a happy horse. Competitions are 
discussed, winning is examined, 
but that feature is patently not this 
writer's goal. 

Perhaps he expresses his philos¬ 
ophy as well as anywhere in the 
very first paragraphs: 

Riding has done so much for me. 
Through it I have made many 
friends, both nationally and interna¬ 
tionally. I have travelled to countries 
all over the world. It has been char¬ 
acter forming too; so many times 
when I think I am riding at my best I 
am again deposited on my backside. 
One week I may have won a major 
championship, the next fallen off at 
a local event. If nothing else riding 
horses is a great leveler which 
teaches you to appreciate the good 
and the bad things in life. 

Even for those who are not aiming 
for competitions there are the satis¬ 
factions of that personal relationship 
between a human and an animal. 

Flat Race Riding. John Hislop. 
J.A. Allen, London. 1987. 96 pp., 
illus. Approx. $10 softcover. 

In a small volume succinctly 
titled Flat Race Riding, a British writ¬ 
er packs a wealth of information 
that should be required reading for 
anyone interested in this field, pro¬ 
fessional or amateur, on the flat or 
over jumps. 

John Hislop was the leading am¬ 
ateur rider for 13 successive sea¬ 
sons, the owner and breeder of 
champion Brigadier Gerard, and a 
member of the British Jockey Club. 
He is also the highly regarded au¬ 
thor of several racing "how-to" 
books, including Steeplechasing and 
From Start to Finish, which have be¬ 


come classics over the years. Flat 
Race Riding developed from a series 
of articles that Hislop wrote for The 
British Racehorse during the 1970s. 

Hislop begins with the promise 
that "flat race riding instruction is 
haphazard—sometimes incorrect— 
lads have to learn as best they can." 

To remedy the situation, the au¬ 
thor insists that every rider must 
first understand his conveyance if 
he is to be successful. "The key¬ 
stone of flat racing, as in any aspect 
of equitation, is the horse itself. It is 
essential, therefore, to know how 
he functions . . . the first aspect to 
be considered is that of basic horse¬ 
manship." (How often this factor is 
ignored on the race track by train¬ 
ers as well as jockeys.) 

The book is also replete with 
drawings and photographs, accom¬ 
panied by detailed captions which 
dissect the jockey in the illustra¬ 
tion, right or wrong, and often vari¬ 
able. Hislop is not wedded to one 
set way of riding, but emphasizes 
the importance of adapting to the 
particular circumstances or mount. 

From position and basics. Flat 
Race Riding moves on to tactics and 
riding the finish, with a delightful 
two-page chapter entitled "Games¬ 
manship." The latter describes a 
few "tricks of the trade" that might 
be valuable, such as making com¬ 
ments in the jockey room: "You 
might want to watch that one you're 
riding; he took his lad nearly to 
Cambridge before he could puli 
him up the other day." This tends, 
says Hislop, to put your opposition 
in a "cautious" frame of mind. 
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Finally, Hislop concludes with a 
specific procedure to follow for 
each race, beginning with ''find out 
as much as possible about the 
horse" and ending with "do not fall 
off, especially when winning." 

Hislop's advice is clear, concise 
and liberally sprinkled with humor 
and an obvious love for his subject. 

Thoroughbred Breeding. Sir 

Mordaunt Milner. J.A. Allen, Lon¬ 
don. 1987. 208 pp., illus. Approx. 
$23 hardcover. 

1 have a mare that I have visions 
of producing some good horses 
someday, so I took up Thoroughbred 
Breeding, Notes and Comments with 
much personal interest. 

Sir Mordaunt Milner is yet an¬ 
other British author, a novelist as 
well as advice-giver. He claims to 
have failed his degree at Leeds Uni¬ 
versity because of his daily atten¬ 
dance at local race courses instead 
of classes. Racing is his entire life. 

Soon after university, he emi¬ 
grated to South Africa where he 
subsequently served on the Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders' Association 
and as a steward of The Jockey 
Club. Milner has also bred several 
classic winners himself and his 
yearlings have topped sales in 
South Africa. 

Humor is a keynote of Milner's 
breeding treatises, and he opens 
the book by quoting our own 
Humphrey Finney: "Anyone wish¬ 
ing to make an ass of himself has 
only to issue an unqualified state¬ 
ment about a race horse. The horse 
will take it from there."

While I agree wholeheartedly 
with Finney's observation, Milner 
carries the "unqualified" part to ex¬ 
tremes in this volume. He dis¬ 
cusses broodmare and stallion 
selection, the effects of conforma¬ 
tion, brothers and sisters, and the 
efficacy of nicks, inbreeding, out- 
crossing, pedigree patterns and the 
like. 

Each chapter is filled with exam¬ 
ples of horses which support vari¬ 
ous breeding theories . . . the 
success of Northern Dancers 
matched with those of the ’^Teddy 
line, for example . . . and those 
breedings which defy each of these 
various theories. No statement or 
theory comes without its "quali¬ 
fier." 

The book concludes with Mil¬ 
ner's ultimate qualifier, a chapter 
entitled "Lucky Ending." 

If the author subscribes to any 
one theory, it is the one that I've 
always suspected to be the case: de¬ 
velop a theory for your breeding 
operation if you wish, breed the 
best (however that is defined) that 
you can, vary the breeding as expe¬ 
rience teaches you whether you 
were right or wrong, and, finally, 
hope above all else that you will get 
lucky. 

For all the theories that he has 
expounded and for all the extensive 
bibliography that he recommends, 
at the end Milner sums up with a 
quotation from Lord Byron, 
"Luck's all!" 

Advanced Techniques of Rid¬ 
ing. Official Instruction Handbook 
of the German National Equestrian 


Federation. Half Halt Press, Gai¬ 
thersburg, Md. 1987. 160 pp., illus. 
$16.95 hardcover. 

Recommended by former USET 
three-day rider Jimmy Wofford, Ad¬ 
vanced Techniques of Riding, the offi¬ 
cial handbook of the German 
National Equestrian Federation (in 
English translation), conveys an 
amazing amount of information in 
160 pages. 

This manual is used in Germany 
as the preparatory text for obtain¬ 
ing a professional horseman's li¬ 
cense. As such, the reader is 
expected to have a firm grounding 
in the basics of horsemastership. 
The material is clear, readable and, 
above all, practical. 

"Every trainer knows that it is a 
long road to success at top level, 
and few of the horses who show 
promise at novice level reach the 
top. Training a horse for top-class 
show jumping is not only a ques¬ 
tion of know-how and time, but 
also of money ..." 

The book then discusses the his¬ 
tory of riding since ancient times 
and advanced techniques in dres¬ 
sage, show jumping and eventing. 
The emphasis is not only on the 
physical conditioning, but the 
mental as well. "All guidelines are 
valueless if the horse becomes ner¬ 
vous, if he turns sour or becomes a 
coward, and if he does not work 
willingly." 

However, this is advanced mate¬ 
rial. If the reader does not already 
understand the reasons for a sup¬ 
porting inside leg with an "elas¬ 
tically yielding outside rein," the 
book will lose him or her entirely. 
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Furthermore, the book does not 
purport to do more than offer 
guidelines for advanced levels. 

If you fit or aspire to this level of 
eventing. Advanced Techniques of 
Riding should aid your progress. 

Show Grooming. Charlene 
Strickland. Breakthrough Publica- 
• tions, Inc., New York. 1986. 225 
pp., illus. $19.95 hardcover. 

Charlene Strickland's Show 
Grooming is a fine book to keep in 
your tack room if you have any 
thoughts of competition. Covering 
English, Western and Saddle Seat, 
the material may be more than you 
want to know, but turning to the 
"General Techniques" or your par¬ 
ticular interest (Quarter Horses, 
hunters, jumpers, dressage, Ara¬ 
bians), you'll find the book delivers 
precisely what it promises: tips to 
ensure that "your horse catches the 
judge's eye." 

The book develops step-by-step 
instructions accompanied by draw¬ 


ings or photographs, and includes 
turnout for the rider in each disci¬ 
pline as well as the grooming of the 
horse. 

Strickland goes beyond the obvi- 
ous-but-necessary—how to braid a 
tail or forelock, for instance—to 
helpful practical hints such as "a 
thinner, more refined tail makes 
the hip look more substantial. A tail 
bushier near the bottom can some¬ 
times camouflage less-than-perfect 
hind legs." And "a mixture of vine¬ 
gar and rubbing alcohol will re¬ 
move manure stains in a light- 
colored tail." 

Under each breed or discipline 
section, the grooming specifics are 
described (e.g., how to braid an 
Andalusian's mane properly) as 
well as the acceptable or required 
tack to show that particular horse. 
Dressage horses, for example, may 
only compete in a snaffle bit, but 
that snaffle may be single-jointed, 
double-jointed, half or full, etc. 


Fascinating, too, is the oppor¬ 
tunity to compare the techniques 
and style for each breed or disci¬ 
pline. 

And some of them overlap. You 
may have an event horse or a hunter 
or even a race horse, but do you 
exercise this animal wearing chaps? 
Would you like to know how your 
chaps should fit properly? An ex¬ 
cellent reference book. Show 
Grooming will provide the answer to 
that question and many others.

LOOKING BACK. . 


50 Years Ago... 

■ Ladkin, Maryland's leading sire 
of winners in 1937, was pictured 
on the magazine's cover. The son 
of Fair Play stood at Adolphe 
Pons' Country Life Farm for a fee 
of $200. 

■ Owners were warned that 
"Maryland-bred foals of 1936 
which are intended for racing in 
1938 must be registered with the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association before they can start 
in any Maryland-bred races. The 
registration fee is $2 up to March 
15, 1938 ... If not registered by 
that date the fee is $10." 


■ The eighth in a series on 
Maryland farms featured the 
Stadacona Farm of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles W. Williams, who 
annually sold their yearling crop 
at Saratoga. Now known as 
Napton Hill, the farm was 
described as having "a long 
hillside to the north which gives 
the stabling and paddocks 
protection against the colder 
winds." 

■ Humphrey S. Finney 
introduced a monthly column 
which was to continue for 15 
years. Entitled "The Editor's 
Saddle Bag," it presented, in 
diary form, highlights of Finney's 
horse-related travels around the 


state and country. On December 
15, he was "Off early this 
morning for Louis Merryman's 
sale at Middleburg, Va. Some 
Maryland consignors on hand as 
well as a few local lads shopping 
for bargains. Plenty of these 
latter, for the chilly atmosphere of 
sleet and driving snow didn't 
help the sale at all, despite the 
huge fire kept burning on one 
end of the sales ring." 


30 Years Ago... 

■ Near the end of the Pimlico 
meet, Hirsch Jacobs sent out two 
runners to capture stakes in a 
two-day span. On Thanksgiving 
Day, November 28, Mrs. Ethel D. 
Jacobs' Searching won her second 
Gallorette Stakes in three tries, 
defeating Mile. Diane by two 
lengths with Snow White third. 
Purchased as a 3-year-old for 
$15,000, the 5-year-old daughter 
of War Admiral compiled 
earnings of over $200,000 for Mrs. 
Jacobs. 

On November 30, the Pimlico 
Special attracted the Midwest 
sensation Swoon's Son, Promised 
Land ("the hottest horse in racing 
plates") and two other starters. 

At the end of the mile and three- 
sixteenths, it was Mrs. Jacobs' 
Promised Land by a length over 
Tick Tock. Swoon's Son faded to 
finish last after leading for most 
of the race. 

■ Mrs. Ogden Phipps' Neji, a 
son of the Maryland stallion 
’^Hunter's Moon IV, was named

champion steeplechase horse for 
the second time, having also held 
the title in 1955. The 7-year-old 
gelding was trained by Michael 
Smithwick and ridden by his 
brother, Paddy, of Monkton 
(Md.). The highlight of Neji's 
season came in the Temple 
Gwathmey, when he carried 173 
pounds to victory while 
establishing a new track record of 
4:422/5 for two and a half miles— 
breaking his own mark by 2^15 
seconds. 

■ Ninety horses appeared on 
Maryland's stallion roster for 
1958. Career Boy, a new addition 
to the list, was featured on the 
cover of the Maryland Horse. 
The son of Phalanx had been 
topweighted on the 1955 
Experimental Handicap and his 
victories included the United 
Nations Handicap. The dark bay 
horse and Australian-bred 
^Advocate joined ’^Northern Star 
at Peter Jay's Windmill Hill Farm 
in Churchville (Md.). 


■ Editor Raleigh Burroughs 
quoted Mrs. Bill Boniface as 
reporting that "young Billy is 
progressing rapidly with Jimmy 
Jones of Calumet Farm and is 
expected to be riding horses in 
races before the winter is over." 


10 Years Ago... 

■ Maryland-bred Caesar's Wish 
concluded a near-perfect 2-year- 
old season with an easy win in 
the Villager Stakes at Keystone on 
December 24. Owned by Sally M. 
Gibson and trained by Dickie 
Small, the chestnut filly earned 
$132,520 in 1977. Although she 
had won five stakes, seven of 
eight starts and defeated 
Lakeville Miss by six lengths in 
the Demoiselle Stakes at 
Aqueduct in late November, 
Caesar's Wish lost national 
championship honors to that 
rival. 

■ "Leatherbury Wins National 
Title" read the headline for a 
story by Dale Austin reprinted 
from the Sun. King Leatherbury 
led all trainers in number of wins 
(322) for his first national title, 
after having ranked second for 
the previous two years. His 
closest pursuer, Maryland-based 
Dickie Dutrow, was 78 races back. 
(Leatherbury added a second 
national title for number of wins 
in 1978.) 

■ Snowden Carter's editorial 
analyzed the success of the late 
Milton Polinger's breeding 


program, which produced two 
Maryland-bred champions. What 
a Summer (also Eclipse award¬ 
winning sprinter in 1977) and 
Gentle King, both by What Luck. 

Noted Carter, "Almost always 
the farms which achieve 
extraordinary success have an 
exceptional stallion to which they 
are breeding. Calumet had Bull 
Lea. Mr. Taylor has Northern 
Dancer. Ocala Stud had Rough'n 
Tumble. The Phipps family had 
Bold Ruler." 

"Sure, everyone wants good 
broodmares, too. But an 
exceptional stallion can make 
most of them look good." □

Editorial 


The Need for a Rooting Interest 


While many in our industry continually debate the fan appeal of racing compared to that 
of other sports, few seem to understand that it is a rooting interest that turns an athletic 
competition into a spectator sport. Through the Olympics, all kinds of minor sports attract 
enthusiasm because it's instinctive to root for the U.S. team. 


The ear-bursting dins heard at most high school basketball games are created by crowds of 
students, faculty, alumni and parents, most of whom probably wouldn't cross the street to 
watch the Boston Celtics. It's their intense interest in the home team—far more than an interest 
in the sport of basketball—that stirs their souls. 

There are many examples of the significance of a rooting interest in sports. Thousands of 
screaming Little League mothers would be bored stiff in a front row box seat at the World Series. 
Folks whose understanding of football or baseball is vague and incomplete will cheer until 
they're hoarse if their sons or grandsons are playing in the game. 

In horse racing, anyone physically at a track or at an off-track betting location can create a 
rooting interest by placing a wager. But no one should be surprised when television viewers 
often take little interest in the outcome of nationally televised races. Our low television ratings 
should not be taken as an indictment of either horse racing or its intrinsic appeal. 

This industry must develop means by which a rooting interest can be easily instilled. One 
new idea is "The American State-Bred Challenge," a proposed event in which each horse, like a 
contestant in a beauty pageant, would hail from a different state ... a Maryland-bred, a Florida- 
bred, a Kentucky-bred, a California-bred, a New York-bred, and so on. 

The supposition is that Americans would root for their own states without any need to 
recognize the names of the horses or their owners, trainers or sires. Whether feasible or not, this 
proposal represents the kind of innovative thinking that is necessary if our sport is ever to attract 
the attention of a large number of Americans on television.
